Summary 

Erecht.tss missio mm Malme of South American origin is propagating vigorous¬ 
ly in Kyushu since about 1946-7. This plant was collected by myself in Ins. 
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Baobelthaob and Ins. Angaur of Palau group, Caroline in 1937 and 1939 respec¬ 
tively and at Manokwari and Hattarn, New Guinea in 1943. However, the scien¬ 
tific name has long been unknown to us until Dr. H. Hara found it last summer 
in Kew Herbarium. This is easily distinguished from other Erechtites of neighboring 
regions by loose inflorescence, strongly pendulous flower bud, deep rosy red or 
orange red head, shape of leafblade as illustrated above and strong volatile, odour 
of the whole plant. This plant seems now wide spread in Malaysia. Consulting 
the extant specimens and some personal records and also many wartime publica¬ 
tions in which this plant is illustrated under the erroneous name of E. hieracifolia, 
a list of reliable dates of introduction to (or records of early occurence in) several 
localities was made in the Japanese text, (^denotes the extant specimen.)

At the beginning of last year, Koyama completed a revision of the East-Asiatic 
Kyllinga of the genus Cyperus , however, it has not yet been published for some 
reasons. So we wish to publish here the following two names which had been 
prepared in the above revision.

Koyama prepared a new name for this species in his revision, but we noticed 
that Dr. Kern, is holding the same view. As he has not prepared any new epithet 
for this Kyllinga, we hope to name this species in honour of Dr. Kern.
